"Second Sunday in Pentecost" 

In today' s Gospel , we are told that no one can serve 
two masters; we cannot follow two callings at the sanne 
time. We have to choose one that will receive our 
loyalty and our best service. The heart demands a single 
object for our loyalty, and our real service will go 
wherever the heart leads. 

In older translations of the Bible, we often read, 
"You cannot serve God and mammon. " The word 
"mammon" is often translated as money or riches, but 
the word also includes the idea of money as an idol, a 
replacement for God, of trust or confidence in things 
not of God, especially material things. If God is not the 
object of our supreme trust, something else will be, and 
in today's world, that trust is most likely to be money or 
possessions. 

The possession of money is not the problem. It is the 
seductive power of wealth that J esus condemns. Money 
is not God, nor is the culture of the world. Neither is to 
be worshipped; neither is to have our loyalty. Only God 
can be master, and He is the only true obj ect of trust.
